PLANT NEARLY DONE 


The work on the new $3500 Bradlee 
school oil heating plant will be completed 
within a week and the school committee 
Monday night approved payment of 
$2028 to the contractor on the basis of 
work done up to that time. 

Considerable work is also being done 
this summer on the Shawsheen school. 
The entire outside woodwork with the 
exception of the cupola has been re- 
painted and work is progressing on the 
new gymnasium floor. The cupola is 
undergoing extensive repairs, much of the 
wood having rotted out in the past ten 
years. The sub committee is also consider- 
ing doing some work at the rear of the 
school where there is a huge sand bank 
which presents a dangerous condition to 
the children who play beneath it. At the 
Central schools the only work of any 
importance being done is the installation 
of a dust proof roof over the shower bath 
in the heating plant. No roof was included 
in the original plans and according to 
Superintendent Sanborn when the fireman 
tries to wash off the coal dust he usually 
gets a “voleanic shower” making him 
dirtier than when he went into the shower. 

Bids are being asked on this job as well 
as on a new vent for the heating plant 
roof.

Two members of the school committee’s 
sub-committee on buildings and grounds 
went up in the air last Friday afternoon, 
and both were mighty glad to get down. 

During the spring one of the columns 
from the cupola atop the Shawsheen 
school fell down, and this summer the 
sub-committee sent a man up there to 
replace it. When he did, he found that 
much of the wood-work had rotted out, 
and the two members went down to talk 
it over with him. He induced them to go 
up and see for themselves. 

First of all they went up on to the flat 
roof two stories high at the rear of the 
school. Then they climbed up a ladder 
fastened against the steep pitch on the 
roof over the hall, and about a quarter of 
the way to the ridgepole they had to shift 
to another ladder. At the top of the 
second ladder a long plank was fastened, 
running parallel to the ridgepole over to 
the cupola about twelve feet away. The 
two members had to walk the plank, and 
to keep themselves from falling had to 
hold onto the cooper ridgepole. Copper 
unfortunately has a bad habit of getting 
unbearably hot under the sun’s rays, but 
these members had to either bear it, or 
else—. 

Arriving at the cupola the worker told 
them to be sure to hold onto one of the 
pieces of the structure so that they would- 
n’t fall, and then he calmly took hold of 
other pieces to show how easily the wood 
fell apart, not very reassuring to the two 
members depending on some other wood 
for support. About ten minutes they 
stayed up there, with something queer 
happening down in the pits of their stom- 
achs as they gazed at the landscape below 
of which they might very easily have 
become a part. Then they had to go down, 
and that was harder than the trip up for 
two reasons: (1) the aforesaid stomach 
difficulties; (2) they could see where they 
were going when they were going up, but 
when you're backing down a ladder, you 
can’t see what’s below, and wouldn’t want 
to if you could.

Shawsheen Village 
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Long-Range Planning Should Be Adopted by All 
Town Departments 


Wouldn’t it be wise to do some 
long-range budget planning here in 
Andover so that in no one year 
would the demands on the taxpayers 
of the town be far above the usual 
level? Can’t we stagger our unusual 
expenditures so that the total amount 
of appropriations each year would 
remain about the same? 

At the recent meeting of the direc- 
tors of the Andover Taxpayers’ as- 
sociation, Chairman Howell F. Shep- 
ard of the Board of Selectmen men- 
tioned that the town fathers have 
been trying to space out their re- 
placements in such a way as to not 
have too many in one year and none 
in the next. In other words, many of 
the departments which come under 
the budgetary control of the select- 
men have automobiles, trucks, pumps 
and other large pieces of equipment 
which at times have to be replaced 
for the sake of efficiency. The plan 
that the selectmen are trying to fol- 
low is to spend a certain amount of 
money each year on this equipment 
and not to have moth department, 
fire department, police department, 
etc., all asking for new apparatus at 
the same time. 

This method should be extended to 
all the departments, for it will de- 
stroy the effect of the selectmen’s 
plan if some other department not 
under their control comes forth with 
a request for a large sum for replace- 
ments. The Board of Public Works of 


course has frequent need for replace- 
ments. There are cars, trucks, boilers, 
etc., which must at times be replaced 
to prevent waste of money on costly 
repairs. The school department at 
times has to spend out considerable 
money on repairs to the buildings, 
new heating systems, ete. 

The public usually realizes that 
these expenditures are necessary, 
that it is unwise economy to put off 
the appropriation until another year, 
but the public also is watching its 
own annual income. It seldom feels in 
such a position that it can grant a 
large increase in the tax rate in one 
particular year; it would much pre- 
fer to pay a little extra every year 
than a several dollars’ increase in any 
one year. Because of this easily 
understandable trait of human na- 
ture, the voters at town meeting 
often turn down requests which they 
must know at heart are valid, wise 
requests, whereas if the special 
articles were spread out over the 
years in a more even manner, these 
budgetary mistakes could be rem- 
edied. 

The plan would require the taking 
of an inventory on all our present 
facilities, listing with them the 
probable replacement dates. When all 
this material is gathered, it would 
not be difficult to agree on a definite 
long-term plan which would keep the 
entire town appropriations at a 
fairly even level.

Each person riding—or owning—a 
bicycle has a small but noticeable metal 
license tag attached to his or her bicycle. 

Many cities and towns all over the 
United States have written Grants Pass 
for data on these rules and regulations, the 
most recent coming from Ansonia, Conn. 

Grants Pass previously averaged three 
bicycle accidents a month, but since this 
ordinance was passed there have been 
only two accidents in all. 

It is suggested that if such an ordinance 
is to be worked out by a town, that a com- 
mittee of boys be selected to represent the 
bicycle group to take an active part in 
setting up rules and regulations. This was 
done here and considered highly appropri- 
ate. 

I gladly pass this data on to you to be 
presented to the police department, or 
selectmen, as you see fit.

Men—50-yard freestyle, 50- 
yard back stroke, 50-yard breast stroke, 
100-yard medley (two strokes), 300-yard | 
freestyle, relay (four 50 yards each), med- 
ley relay (crawl, breast, back, crawl), 
dives: running front (swan), back dive, 
front jackknife, back jackknife, three op- 
tional.

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Moth Suppression Notes 


John J. Fitzgerald, State Moth Sup- 
pression Supervisor, and a Federal Depart- 
ment Agent of Moth Control visited the 
local Moth Superintendent, G. R. Abbott 
this week. 

Authorities are much concerned by the 
spread of the gipsy moth caterpillars in 
eastern Massachusetts and are investigat- 
ing the stripping of the woodlands in this 
section. 

The gipsy caterpillars have finished 
feeding and have changed into the pupa 
stage of the life cycle. Next month the 
moths will hatch and fly about laying egg 
clusters on the trunks and large branches 
of trees, in stone walls, under boards, ete. 
The life in these eggs is destroyed by 
allowing creosote to soak in. Care should 
be taken when painting or daubing the 
egg cluster with creosote so as not to 
disturb the eggs. Creosote can also be 
applied with a small hand sprayer, direct- 
ing the spray on each egg cluster, but care 
should be taken on a windy day as creo- 
sote burns the eyes and discolors all 
objects that it strikes.

WEATHER FORECAST:—STORM BREWING 
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Asks Removal of 
Rails After Crash 


Representative Thomas J. Lane has 
written to the Eastern Massachusetts 
Street Railway company for the removal 
of the abandoned rails on North Main 
street, as a result of a bad accident to 
Fred Broadley of South Main street, this 
town, which occurred late Saturday night. 


Broadley was returning to Andover 
when his car skidded on the slippery rails 
near the Lawrence line, after he had been 
blinded by the lights of an approaching 
car, and leaped over the embankment and 
turned over three times. 


In its plunge over the banking, the car 
traveled about 14 feet before it hit the 
roof of Robinson’s garage and then toppled 
over about ten feet more to the ground, 
coming to rest on its left side. 

Broadley was taken to the Lawrence 
General hospital and treated for lacera- 
tion of the scalp, contusions and abrasions 
of the back and a questionable fracture of 
the ribs. 

A garage tow truck required nearly two 
hours to right the machine so that it 
could be towed away. Officers Thomas 
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Dailey, Herbert H. Lyle and David Gil- 
lespie investigated the accident. 

Representative Lane’s letter was as 
follows: 

“TI am takng this opportunity to re- 
quest your honorable board to consider 
the advisability of removing the aban- 
doned rails of your company in North 
Main street, Andover. 

**On Saturday evening, July 17, a very 
serious automobile accident occurred on 
North Main street, Andover, near the 
Lawrence line, due principally to a motor 
vehicle skidding on the rails at this par- 
ticular spot. In order to bring home to 
your board the seriousness of this accident 
I am enclosing a newspaper clipping, giv- 
ing an account of the effair. 

‘At this time my constituents are in- 
terested in the removal of these aban- 
doned rails from Shawsheen village to the 
Andover-Lawrence line. 

“May we hear from you shortly in this 
matter?”
